HIS OPENING SPEECH. 
Special Disvatch to The Tribune. 

IxotaxarolLis, Ina., Aug. 5.—Masonic Hall 
was crowded to-night to hear Gov. Hendricks 
make the opening address of the campaign in 
this city. The meeting was really large and en- 
thusiastic, and Hendricks’ remarks were re- 
ceived with shouts of approval. Gov. Williams 
introduced Mr. Henkiricks, referring to him as 
the Vice-President of the United States. A 
very large portion of the speech was made out- 
side of the written notes, but the Governor was 
very careful to avoid going into any new paths. 
His announcement that Demecratic voters want 
Voorhees for Senator was greeted with yells 
from the boys who crowded the hall. 

THE SPEECH 

avoids saying anvthing for himself, the only 
affirmation being that he favors the taxation of 
greenbacks. He said nothing of the Potter 
Committee, and followed Voorhees in his Com- 
munism and financial heresv just as far as he 
dared. At the conclusion of Mr. Hendricks’ 
speech Senator McDonald was called, and high- 
ly iudorsed what had been said, He was pres- 
ent to hold up his hands, and during the cam- 
paign would be found ready to give account of 
his stewaraship and strike bard blows for the 
grand oid Democratic party. 

Following is Mr. Hendricks’ speech: 

Fettow-Citizens: It ie inevitable that upon 
questions involving the rights or the welfare of the 
people we become divided into parties. It has 
been so in the past, and will be so in the future. 
And as the election approaches the question pre- 
sents itxelf. Upon which side shall we stand? 
Wrongs of tne past are to be rebuked that they may 
not grow into precedents, evils of the present are 
to be corrected, and the greatest possible good in- 
voked for the future. Such a work is possible, 


plishment may safely be committed to the Demo- 
cratic party. That party nas been out of power, 
and will Gnd none of its own legislative structures 
to be demolished, and none of its owe supporters 
to be removed, in tue work of correction and re- 
form. It is aaifficult work—a)most impossible 
for a party tocorrect t- own abuses. The Repab- 
lican party has wholly failed. 

Seeking to escape rom Grantism, the synonym 
of party favoritism and corruption, that party now 
stoops beneath the additional burden of crimes 
perpetrated in placing 4 man in the Presidential 
office who was not chosen to it by the people. Vir- 
tne cannot be born of vice, nor political reform of 
corruption. The law was declared in the days of 
creation that every living thing shall bring forth 
after its kind, and repeated in the new era, that a 
corrupt tree cannot bear good fruit. 

LEGISLATIVE APPORTIONMENT. 

Firet among our duties is the selection of legis- 
lators who wil! blot out the present unjust ana un- 
constitutional apportionment of Congressional and 
Legislative representation. The existing laws are 
in pal pable disregard of constitutional require- 
ment. It is provided that Senators and Representa- 
tives shall be apportioned among the counties ac- 
cording to the number of the voting population in 
each. Would vou have it otherwise Do we be- 
lieve in the declaration that all meu are created 
equal’ If so, will you vindicate it as a political 
and practical truth? If a greater political power is 
given to one citizen, or county, or section, than to 
another, the declaration of equality becomes a 
sham and a pretense. 

CONGRESSIONAL DISTRIC S. 

In the Congressional Districts the Legislature 
disregarded contiguity of territory. and considered 
only political arrangement and advantage. Tne 
districts as made disfigure the map of the State. 
The charac’er of the apportionment appears u the 
factthat in 1870 the Democrats carried the State 
by more than 5. 000; yet they elected but four Con- 

resumen. whilst the Republicans have nine; 
213.219 Democrats elected four members of Con- 
gress, and 207,620 Repuolicans elected nine. It 
took 53.300 Democrats to ciect a member, whist 
it required bat 23, 000 Repubiicane. 

Under the Constitution it will be the duty of the 
Legislature next winter to redistrict the Siate for 
legislative parpvses, and the Democrats demand 
that it shall be done as the Constitution requires, 
that each county shall be represented accuruing to 
its population and not according to its politics.

If clected to the Senate, will Gen. Harrison sup- 
port those measures, or any one of them? I think 
the opinions he has heretofore expressed would 
require you to answer no. lie recently presided 
over the Republican State Convention, and in his 
address to that body sought to bring our platform 
coutaining these propositions into ridicule and 
contempt. He ssid: We have a great advantage 
over our opponents, the Democratic party. Their 
Convention assembled some time in the 


past. [Applause.} Their declaration ef aci- 
ples is stale to-day, having scarcely so mach rela- 
tion to living things es a year's oyster-shell.” 


Did as abie man ever make a more palpable mis- 
take’ The Convention seems to bave come under 
his influence, for tn its platform of multitudinous 
declarations it made uo reference to these quer- 
tions. 

lt was a mistake. These questions are not stale. 
Men wil! think, and talk, and vote upon them this 
year, and every voting year until they are 
settied. The voters will have their baliots to de- 
clare whether they are for the National- sys- 
tem, or for sabetituting Treasaty-notes for bank 
paper. They do not ce why the sebstitation may 
not be — as the Treasury- notes will have an 
equal credit, and the many millions will be saved 
of interest upon the bonds pledged as security for 
the bank weues. Nor can the people see why the 
Treasury “notes, now that they have substantially 
ceased to represent the Government credit, and 
have a use only as money, should not be taxed as 
all other money is taxed ip tne hands of ets hoid- 
ers. Nor can a patriot people remain tudifferent 
whiist, from year to vear, from Administration to 
Administration, the fatal policy is pursued, con- 
trary to that of any other civilized people, of 
seeking the sale of public securities abroad iustead 
of adopting every means possible to secure tbeir 
purchase by the people at home. Lyon these 
questions how do you voters stand! 

PROTECTION OF LABOR. 

I cannot pass from all further reference to our 
platform without making special mention of that 
clause which demands appropriate icgisiation fur 
the security of labor in its wages when employed 
by the great corporations of the country. he 
security and lien snould be made adequate, and the 
proceedings for its enforcemem simple, speedy, 
and cheap. 

To many of my Republican acquaintances I think 
I can say that since the close of the War you have 
more than once been on the point of a politicai re- 
volt. Much has been done dy the managers of 
your party that you did not and could not approve. 
You have seen the contract with the public cred- 
itors changed to your hart; new obligations as- 
sumed, making your burdens heavier; the curren- 
cy contracted, and silver demonetized, so that you 
became less able to meet the increased obligations, 
and finally the crash of financial ruin came upon us 
all. But when you were considering your duty, 
and had almost decided that you should promote a 
change of Administration, then, in the language 
of passion, you were told .o stand by your 
yarty; to cherish the memories of the 

‘ar; that fidelity to the wounded seldiers 
required you to stand against the men of 
the South. and to perpe tuate a sectional contro) of 
the Government. You kuow fall well that the 
overthrow of Radical rule in the South and the 
restoration of local self-government brought peace, 
ordet, and prosperity. As tne States came, one 
atter another, Georgia. Alabama, Mississippi, and 
then South Carola and Louisiana, the sirife be- 
tween the races ceased, and good Government took 
the place of misrule and general corruption. These 
things you knew, and also that the strife and 
bloodshed in the South that agitated the country 
in the days of the bad government had been ex- 
cited aud promoted, in a large degree, to advance 
political ends. Yet you listened to the partisan 
appeals; you heeded them and went back, aud by 
your votes indorsed what your judgments con- 
demned. Surely you now regret that yuu were 
not a party to the great effort which restored self- 
government tothe Southern States and brought 
them into harmonious and cordiai reiations with 
all the States of the Union. 

You rejoice to-day in the restored agricuitare of 
that great section of our country, in manuuliactures 
reoulit, and ma returning and commerce. 
Once more you feel that the prosperity of the 
South is your prosperity, and yOu rejoice that we 
are thoroughiy one peaple again. Tae old appeals 
may not now be renewed. Your fears will be ad- 
dressed. 

SOUTHERN CLAIMS. 

Tou are to be told that the success of the Demo- 
cratic party means payment for Slaves ana South- 
ern claims, even to the bankruptcy of the Treas- 
ury. Can it be necessary to gay that the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Cogstitution forbids 
much that you are assured we wiil do. 

The constitutional inhibition is that neither the 
United States, nor any State, shall assume or pay 
any debt or obligation incurred im aid of insurrec- 
tion or rébe!lion against the United States, or any 
claim for the loss or emancipation of any slave. 
Any man who telle you that au oblivation can be 
assumed or paidin violation of the Constitution 
deals falsely with you. 

There was, bowever, a large class of claims, 
boih im the Nortu and the South, not within thie 
prohibition, upon which large sums have already 
been paid. Such clalms were for property taken 
or occupied by the army during the War, army 
supplies, horses for the cavalry and artillery, aud 
iands and houses occupied by the army and not 
paid for at the time. Are Democrats more likely 
to pay unjust claims of that class than Kepublic- 
ane’? Ther share equally the burdens of taxation. 
I make you witnesses that throaghout its history 
the Democratic party has been the party of econ- 
omy, and exceedingly jealous of old claims against 
the Government. Judge the future by the pas! 
itis a safe rule. Which party has most favored 
these claims’ 

Gov. Morton stated tne rule under which pay- 
ments should be made, a- follows: 

hen. does not the rule reduce itself down to 
simply this, that wherevera loyal man in the 
North would be paid for his property which was 
delioerately’ appropriated by he Government, a 
ioyal man in the South should be paid for nis 
property deliberately appropriated by the Govern- 
ernment. . , 

»Can we afford to make any other rule on this 
subject? We might save some money by making 
anotherrule; but it would in the end be penny: 
wise and poand-foolish economy. After having 
spent some 83, 000. 000 to Keep the South in the 
Union, and after all our labors to build up a loyal 
party down toere, shall we come here making 
shipwreck in the end by declaring upon the noor 
of the Senate that the loyal men whose hardship. 
and sufferlngs we can never estimate snail be 
treated as public enemies, and that we wil! not pay 
them under the same circumetances under which 
we would pay a man for the taking of like proper- 
ty inthe North. 1 can never consent to it. Con- 
greasional Giobe, vol. 71, page 308. 

That rule was adopted. and how much money do 
you suppose Was paid upon Southern claims after 
the War, and whilst the Republicans had absolute 
controi of both branches of Congress and of the 
Exeeutive Departments; and whilst there was not 
one Democrat on tae Courtof Claims or Southern 
(jaime Commission’ 1 sec by the Congressional 
debates that in August, 1876, Mr. John Sherman 
made a speech at Marietta, O., in which he said: 

‘*When tne War closed innumerable ciaims 
against the United States were made from the 
lately Rebel States, and Congress in the most lio- 
eral spirit made provision for the payment of all 
that by tne well settled rules of civilized war couia 
be properly made against the United States The 
officers of the Departments, Supreme Court, the 
Court of Claims, aad the Southern Claims Commis- 
eion were authorized to adjust and pay different 
classes of claims. and Congress passed many acts 
for equitable relief: so that it may with safety be 
said that more than 5100. 000. 000 was paid after 
the War was over to citizens of tue South for losses 
caused by the Kebellion. 

This statement does not represent bills intro- 
duced and not acted upon by Congress, but bills al- 
haved and paid to the enormous sum of $100, 009. - 
Go. None but loyal men were to be paid: none 
but loyal men to pass upon the claims: and as ! 
real to you. Gov. Morton earnestly urging their 
eh pm connected it with the labors necessary to 

alld up a loyal party in the South. I say to you 
that there is yreat danger to the Government in the 
payment of these claims, and that dauger is greatly 
mcreased when considerations of party support 
control as in the past. The danger now is, as it 
has been, whilst the hundred miliioas have been 
paid out, that the people's money will be expended 
upon party favorites. In your party pariance the 
word loyai means fidelity to the party, ana you 
have paia out one handred millions in the South to 
that class of men, when we ali believe there was 
not left unpaid one-third of that sum at the close 
of the War. 

On the 13th of June last the Hon. Mr. Lockhart. 
of New York, made the following statement in 
the house of Representatives, which was not 
questioned: 

Toe pilis reported from the Committee on 
War Claims at the first session of the Forty-third 
Congress amounted to the sumof $5, 912,70. 
That wae a Republican Cougress. The same Com- 
mittee of the Forty-fourth Congress, the dist Dem- 
ocratic Congress, at the first session reported bills 
favorably tothe amount of $215,501. The pres- 
ent Cangress Sas not paid to exceed $5, 000 of 
Southern claims, and payment in these cases was 
urged by the Republican side of the House.” 

Now what think you of sach charges as that we 
want to pay the Southern claims, when the first 
Democratic House redaced the favoravlejreperts 
from nearly #ix millionsto less than one-quarter 
of one milion —Jess than one dollar to twenty-foar?

In round — — the reductioa 
has now reached $30, 000, each year. Thirty 
millon dollars is 381. 300, 000 to the State of la- 
diana; itis $105,000 to eréry Congressiona! Dis- 
trict. 

It is for Indiana $300,000 more than the entire 
taxcs upon her people for the ordinary purpose of 
State Goveromen!. What es the reduction of 
$30, 000,000 mean anil sigpify! It means that in 
the public expenditures there shall be economy and 
honesty. It means that tuat much money shall not 
be collected from the peaple, but shall be left in 
the channels of trade and commerce, there to 
stimulate business and enterprise, and to give em- 
ployment to labor that be dees for it n the 
street-cornere. My fellow-citizens, I believe that 
if; during the thirteen years tnat have elapsed since 
the close of the War, $30,000,000 had been saved 
each year, we would not have experienced the 
panic, nor now be in the midst of almost universal 
bankruptey. It would have been a saving of 
$90,000,000. You may not heed these facts, 
but there isa sveaker whose lessons you will heed, 

—itis hard times. He will come and speak to you 
at your home. He will stand upon your door- 
steps, as with cold face and glassy eye he looks 
within. He will enter your homes and look 
into the closet, and into the meal-tub. He 
will stand beside your ‘hearthstone. He will sit 
down between husband and wife, between parents 
and children, aud he will speak to you of society 
as not being properly organized; of the relations 
between capital and labor as not weli adjusted. 
Hic will make dangerous suggestions about the rich 
and the poor—the contrast between the sufferings 
of the many, and the enjoyments of the few. 

So unwelcome a visitor onght to be unknown in 
our country. We have rich soils and every variety 
of valuable production, and we are an intelligent, 
industrious, and enterprising people; fnd we 
should de a prosperdus people. The authors of 
ont business and financial disasters should be 
driven from power. Contrattion of the currency has 
made money more vaiuable and every other class 
of property less valuable, and has reduced the 
compensation and employment of labor. Can we 
not throw on class legisiateen and once more have 
the laws made and administered for the benefit of 
all the people? To that end we should stand to- 
gether. Lut the Republican party will make a 
strong and unscrupulous fight to recover and retain 
the contro! of publi¢ affairs. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL TITLE. 

How unscrupulous is seen in the means adopted to 
place a man in the Presidential chair who was not 
chosen to it by the people. You now know tbat 
Hayes was notelected, The men who put him in 
the office knew it at the time. To question i 
would be to impugn their imfelligence. They ven- 
tured all that crime and cunning could do. It is 
unfortunate for their testimony now given that at 
New Orleans they refused @ proposition that hon- 
esty required them to accept. Mr. McDonald, Mr. 
Julian, and other Democrats, proposed that they 
should jointly and together see that the vote of 
Louisiana was honestly counted and returned. 
they refasea. Why’ They knew that the Ke- 
turning Board was the corrupt machine of the most 
corrupt caoal that ever swiadied the people out of 
their rights and their property. It had been in:- 
peached in Congress two years before by the Whec!- 
er Committee. and by the vote of the Senate in the 
vinchback case. Why did they then choose to 
confer with its members alone and separate from 
the Democrats? Instead of conferring with Mr. 
McDonald and his associates to obtain a fair 
count, it seems they were admitted to the 
rooms of the Custom House, were the 
false affidavits were prepared to sustain the 
Ketarning Board. Thomas H. Nolan testified be- 
fore the Potter Committee that he assisted in the 
preparation of the affidavite. In the evidence as 
published he said thit he was introduced to 
Mesers. Llale, Stoughton, and Garfield (members 
of the Repnuolican Visiting Committee).

They were general 
told the allidavits would never be published. ft 
was the understanding in Republican circles that 
the Stute had gone Democratic, and they must by 
uitidavits anu protests meke @ cate fur the Returu- 
ing Board to throw out pole cnough to reverse the 
result.

DECAY OF THE CLAQUE. 

The el vas a solid organized institution, 
is gradually fading into deserved and perma- 
nevt silence. The old crowd of professional 
applauders. once the occupauts of the thoicest 
seats at all the Paris theatres and operas, is vow 
seen at but few places. The Italicus, the best 
opera establishment iu the city, has abolished 
the nuisance, and it flourishes but poorly at 
most of the leading theatres. At the Grand 
Opera-House, however, a seedy array of 
claqueurs is usually massed right under the 
maguificent chandelier, noisy and detiant. But 
public sentiment is against them, and the other 
night they were completely squelched. 

The opera was “The Kine of Labore,”’ and 
all through the first act the clague came in with 
its paid clatter at the most inopportune of 
places. Every time the caqueurs got in their 
work the audience would hiss smartiv. and 
the former, stupidly thinkmeg the hissing was 
meant for the performers on the stage, rattled 
tneir palms and brogans all the narder to drown 
it. The result threatened riot, for the 2.000 
well-dressed people who had paid were not dis- 
posed to be shut up by the filty shabby ones 
that hadn’t. At the end of the act one of the 
house managers prudentiy went around and 
muzzled the claquers, aud they sat as mrek as 
ragged lambs through the rest of the piece. with 
never a sound from one ofthem. It was re 
marked by old Parisians as being one of the 
most thorough snubbings the clague had ever re- 
ceived, and was generally voted another very 
large nail in its coffin. 

“THE KiNG OF LAHORE.”’ 

This is a stupendously gorgeous piece of 
operatic spectacular work, indifferent as regards 
solos, good in the orchestral scores, fair in the 
choruses, and glorious in scenery, ballet, and 
costumes; a sort of operatic * Black Crook.“ 

The enjovabie feature of it to us foreign pa- 
gans is that it gives two views of “ Paradise.” 
To be sur it is the Hiadoo Heaven, but if King- 
dom Come is like it, or half so enticing, most of 
us are ready to die. The libretto says it is Par- 
adise. and the author ought to*know. Lf French 
houris by the hundreds, biazing jewels, scanty 
but resplendent attire, flowers, palms, glowing 
multicolored lights, pirouetting, smiles, pos- 
jugs, and tenor-singiug, in grand artistic jumble 
isu’t a good enough heaven for Brahmin or 
Christian, then human genius cannot conceive 
one. I noted two or three native East Indians 
in the audience, and they seemed satisfied with 
it. 

In the storv, a good King who has been killed 
and sent to glory by Se nd.a, his vile rival, is al- 
lowed by Deity to come back to lite again in or- 
dér to get his inamorata and make an immortal 
angel of her—of course she wasahuman one 
before. This he does in the closing act. Sue kills 
herself in order to return to heaven with her 
heart’s idol and spite her husband, the wicked 
Scindia. The latter, having been promised an 
eternity of Hindoo Tophet, has the pleasure of 
seeing the translated pair admitted into that 
jolly Paradise, wh‘le he, though good looking, 
can’t come in. No wouder that, in the literai 
words of the libretto, ** Scind:a views the sceue 
with profound emotion.“ He would be justified 
in getting real mad about it. 

GRAND AND UNCOMFORTABLE. 

This Paris Grand Opera-House is the climax 
of what human art-gevius, with other people's 
money to foot the bills, can achieve. Outside 
of a tew European Cathedrals, it is at once the 
costliest and most magnilicent building our sun 
ever shone upon. Kings and Emperors anv- 
where have no such home as operatic art in 
Paris. Palace salons, the best of them, are 
beggarly to the “grand foyer’’ of this struct- 
ure. The “sulle du theatre,“ ube largest in 
the world, is vast and superb. Yet it has seats 
for only atew over 2,100 persons, and one-nalt 
of these give a miserabic view, or none at all, 
of the stage. Tue ventilation is simply wreten- 
ed and you stifle in the midst of magnilicence. It 
is France typitied,—beautiful and impracticable ; 
everything for show, little for use. 

Ot the very best seats inthe house, more than 
two-thirds are reserved for masculine use, ladies 
being wholly excluded from them. Tuis rule is 
general in most of the high-class amusement 
resorts of Paris, the fauteuils d' orchestre.“ 
that large and choice array Of what we would 
call orchestra chairs, being held for the male 
patrons alone. 

No wonder the women burned a number of 
the theatres iv. the last Commune rage, and 
tried to destroy them all. 

NOBODY TO USE IT. 

Nearly the whole oi one side of this gigantic 
building’s exterior is arranged for a special car- 
viage-way, slanting gently up in a half circle 
from the street to the main story, and then 
round down again on the other side, passing 
mid wav right into the beautiful structure. That 
roed was built before Sedan. It was intended 
for Napoleon III., Eugenie, tne Prince Imperial, 
and such tew favored ones as they might indi- 
cate. to drive upon in visiting the opera. But 
tre Royal wheel never trundied over it. Its 
entre at either end is barred by great, rusty 
iron gates. Between the stones of the 
pavement within, grass juts here and there. 
Mose luis grown upon them, and in the noisiest, 
busiest spot in Paris they are green and brown 
with disuse. He who hoped to roll grandiv and 
seclusive ly over them siceps, deposed and scarce 
half-honered, in a village grave of a foreign 
land, amd every new election held in France re- 
suits in alditional triumphs for the Republic. 

PAY FOR WHAT YOU HAVE. 

Americans awav from home, the richest of 
them even take intuitively to the habit of every 
man payos his own score. Our national meth- 
od, when a party of friends are out together, is 
for one or more to be allowed to do most of the 
money-spemling; or perhaps they treat around 
m turn. Ener way results in somebody suffer- 
ing unjustly in pocket, aud is satisfactory onlv 
to the chronk: sponge. Here, if two men or a 
dozen, by themselves or with their families, are 
scattering money in company, an exact reckon- 
ing is bad, aud each comes up with his contribu- 
tion cheerfully. No sum is too small to be 
thus jointly liquidated. I have seen one Ameri- 
can millionaire give another 15 cents. his half of 
a cab-fare; and No. 2 wek it like a little man. 
Nobody is expected to pay for a chance friend’s 
good time away from home. Pray goodness 
that there are enough Americans abroad this 
year to tase the custom back and make it re- 
spectable in the United States. 

A WOMAN GOES OFF. 

In the Hippodrome here—a circus establish- 
ment so immense that the performers are 
driven from the ante-room to the ring m a 
coach-and-tour—one young Woman really suc- 
ceeded in making a noise in the world. Sue al. 
lows berselt to be loaded in acannon and fired 
out. The job is genuine. The charge of pow- 
der is careiully regulated, and is just strong 
enough to shout her some thirty feet into a 
strong netting, where she lands trim and smil- 
ing, not a son of a gun, but the daughter of 
une. 

ANOTHER NOVELTY. 

Paris has several summer skating-rinks, im- 
posing and bandsome affairs witnin. The floors 
are of asphalt, and over this, on roller-skates, 
giide agile men and women with more average 
grace than morals. Luxurious seats for the 
spectators, good vands of music, plenty to eat 
and drink if paid fur, and a pone —— 
iets are some of the attractive concomitants o 
these places. Special shows are also added to 
keep up the patrovare. 

As —4 ot these rinks cages of tidy, eomforta- 
ble lions, tigers, etc,, are exhibited, and into 
these cages at stated bours of the afternoon 
and evening slips blithe!y a bandsome female, 
one Mile. Korab.. makes a feminine Van 
Amburgh ot herself to a trisky extent. First 
she pets some snarliug wolves, then ebakes up 
a hage hyena whose ‘smile is ample and whose 
breath is bad.

On the 29th of June the Grand Jury, which 
had had under investigation the matter of the 
giving of the tax-list contract by the County 
Treasurer, made two reports. One of them, 
the minority, was signed by John Forsythe, the 
foreman, aud John O'Brien, John Hise, C. Sbel- 
don, John Ryan, and J. J. Kearney. This re- 
port, in speaking of Mr. Seth C. Ilapgood, who 
was one of Mr. McCrea’s bondsmeu, and had 
been examined by the jury, said, in substance, 
that he sought and hela repeated interviews 
with the manager of a newspaper, claiming to 
have authority to manage for the pubilica- 
tion of the tax-list. and saying that he 
thought $12,000 would get it. Mr. Hap- 
good has been, ever since the report was 
published, excessively worried about it. Ile has 
had an impression, which be has stated to very 
manv people, that he was nade a scapegoat of 
—that he was seut out into the wilderness with 
the sins of another individual resting on his 
shoulders, aud that he was not inclined to put 
up with it. After thinking the matter over for 
some time, he at last has, decided upon 

A PLAN OF OPERATIONS. 
He has been going around to the various per- 
sons who sued the minority report iu order to 
induce them to take their names off of it. 
Having accomplished that, it is his purpose to 
sue Mr. John Forsythe for libel. tHe has thus 
far been successful in getting Mr. Sheidon to 
take off his vame.

Yesterday evening a reporter found his way 
to the residence of Mr. Hapgood. That gentle- 
man admitted the truth of the rumor that be 
was about to commence action against some of 
the Grand Jurors who had sigued the minority 
report in Juve, repremanding him for acting as 
a “go-between” for the newspapers and the 
County Treasurer. He said he had just gott 
the evidence corraled.“ and after tracing the 
matter up had found that the thing originated 
with Johu Forsythe, the foreman of the 
Grand Jury for that term. lie thought he 
understood the motive of that gentle- 
man in thus attacking him, 
and he proposed to make him sweat“ for it. 
Judge Rogers, in his charge to the jurv, had 
denounced all minoritv reports as libelous and 
dangerous to the signers thereol. He had told 
them that there was no such thingin the stat- 
utes as the minority report of a Grand Jury; it 
took two-thirds of that body to make a report, 
and if halt a dozen men chose to sign sucha 
document, they did so at their peril. If they 
were shot the county would be at the expense 
of a trial, but the prisoners would be discharged 
by any jury. '

Southern claims, which the ‘‘ only greatest ”

This 1s a good work, if well done; but to 
be well done it must be done thoroughly, 


’ persistently, and without any discrimination. 


Any partial raiding of the gambling-dens is 
simply a vehicle for blackmail, and generally 
‘it results in the protection of one or more of 
the worst dens in the city where men are 
absolutely robbed. bling is not upon 
the same plane with prostitution in city life ; 
it is doubtful whether the houses of prosti- 
tution can be more than regulated, —that 
is, confined and kept orderly, but there is no 
doubt that public gambling-houses can be 
exterminated by vigilant and persistent 
raiding. Eimer Wasnsvrn demonstrated 
this while he was Chief of Police, but he did 
it by refusing to listen to any pressure or in- 
fluence, and by making war on all alike. We 
assume that Supt. Seavey honestly de- 
sires to do as much for the city in this re- 
spect as Wasnnunx did, but he must adopt 
the same methods. In his first raids the 
police found the notorious Mixx McDona.p’s 
den cleared of all implements of gambling, 
while others were open as usual. There is 
not a particle of doubt that MR McDona.p 
had been notified of the intended raid, and it 
is certain that his honse is one of the first 
that ought to be broken up. We have not 
the slightest suspicion that Supt. Szavey had 
any knowledge that information had been 
conveyed to McDonaxp, but as Wasnnunx 
was forced to use the utmost secrecy in these 
raids, Supt. Seavey will have to pursue the 
same policy. There are two men employed 
on the police force, one very recently ap- 
pointed and one very near to the person of 
the Superintendent himself, who have both 
been suspected in times past of virtually pro- 
tecting certain gamblers by notifying them 
of contemplated raids. If Supt. Seavey 
honestly intends to exterminate the gam- 
bling-houses of Chicago (which he can do 
with proper methods), he will either remove 
these persons or conduct his gambling raids 
entirely outside their personal knowledge ; 
and, unless he intends to shut up all the 
gambling-houses, the raiding policy is cal- 
culated simply to give the worst dens an ad- 
vantage, and furnish an opportunity for 
blackmail. K

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THE WORKINGMEN AND TAX-EATERS. 
A telling point against the workingmen in 
politics as a class-element was made by Mrs. 
SwIssHELM in one of her recent letters to 
Tue Tarsvne. The complaint was the enor- 
mous and incessant swindling of the taxpay- 
ers by municipal tax-eaters; the inference 
was that the success of the workingmen in 
politics as a distinct organization would 
remedy this evil, about the existence of which 
there is no dispute. The true and philo- 
sophic answer to this complaint and the 
suggested remedy is that the workingmen, 
including all the varieties of citizens who 
range themselves under that title for politic- 
al purposes, are now more responsible for 
the tax-eating abuses than all the rest of the 
population put together. When the work- 
ingmen are spoken of as a political force, 
they include those who actually perform 
manual labor for aliving; those who would 
have to resort to manual labor if they earned 
a living; those engaged in gude manual 
labor ; those who associate themselves in the 
capacity of demagogues with the work- 
ingmen for political. purposes; and all the 
Communists, Socialists, and tramps. Every 
person belonging to any one of the classes 
we have enumerated claims to be a working- 
man, and it will not be denied that the 
enumeration includes the great mass of 
small taxpayers and non-taxpayers, people 
who pay little and people who pay nothing 
at all. But all these people are voters, and 
according to the census of 1870 they num- 
bered about 4,000,000 in the cities and towns 
of the country. They constitute a vast ma- 
jority of the voters in the cities, and they 
are the most industrious and persistent voters 
we have. It is safe to say that they all vote 
once at every election some of them vote 
oftener. It is only fair, therefore, to hold 
them to a larger degree of responsibility for 
municipal abuses than attaches to any other 
subdivision of the population of cities and 
towns. Is there any reason, then, why they 
should claim a special mission for municipal 
reform? They are already numerous 
enough to control the action of every political 
party in the country in municipal affairs ; 
they are the most active at the primaries 
and the ward-meetings; finally, they make 
the choice between the candidates at elec- 
tion, and thus directly they determine the 
number of offices, the kind of men who fill 
them, the laws that govern them, and the 
amount of taxes that are levied. 

If the workingmen as a separate political 
organization could give a reasonable promise 
of municipal reform throughout the coun- 
try, they would secure the co-operation of 
the very classes whom they are now most 
violently abusing. There is no available 
issue which would be so serviceable to them. 
The aggregate indebtedness of the principal 
cities of this country in 1876 was $644,378,- 
663, or nearly three times as much as it was 
ten years earlier. The aggregate annual tax 
of these principal cities for the same year 
(the statement includes 127 cities) was $112,- 
711,275, or nearly twice as much as ten 
years earlier. This statement does not 
give a full estimate of the enormity 

country, 
but it shows that an average increase vf 
33 per cent in the population of cities 
has been accompanied by an average 
increase of about 200 per cent in the indebt- 
edness and nearly 100 por cent in the annual 
taxation during the last decade. It is prob- 
able that the entire local indebtedness (in- 
cluding State, county, city, town, and school) 
does n full short of the national debt, and 
‘is equal to the aggregate of the total. ordi- 
mary expenditures of the General Govern- 
ment. It is the so-called workingmen, the

and towns, that are mainly responsible for 
this condition of things. Can they be trusted 
to work out a general reform in tax-eating if 
they combine in one political party? Will 
they not, banded together, be more reckless 
than ever of the interests of the large 
property-owners who pay the bulk of munic- 
ipal and local taxes. . 

If the workingmen thoroughly understood 
how opprossive local taxation really is upon 
them, there is no doubt that, whether at- 
tached to opposing parties or acting together 
as a distinct political organization, they will 
accomplish a reduction in the number of 
local tax-eaters and in the amount of taxes 
consumed. It is because municipal taxes 
are levied directly upon the real-estate and 
the personal property, and because they have 
a very small amount, and in many instances 
none, over the ordinary exemption, that they 
have permitted (as the majority of voters in 
the cities) the tax-eating system to grow to 
such gigantic proportions. They are uni- 
versally of the opinion that, under the direct 
system of taxation, the large land-owners 
and capitalists pay nearly the whole of the 
taxes, and that they escape, either entirely 
when they have no taxable property or al- 
most entirely when they have but very little. 
They cannot be taught to understand that 
all taxes are an involuntary donation, which 
reduces the wages-fund to precisely the ex- 
tent to which the direct taxation is assessed. 
If a manufacturer pays $10,000 a year taxes 
for municipal purposes, that amount is an item 
of yearly expense like his insurance, rent, 
or pay-roll. If he were not obliged to pay 
the $10,000 a year he would be able to in- 
crease his business and employ more men at 
the present prices, or to pay higher wages to 
those already employed. If he pays $10,000 
when he ought not to pay more than $5,000, 
as he does in every case where taxes are 
double what they ought to ba, then he is de- 
prived of $5,000 which he would otherwise 
divide up in wages and raw material for the 
enlargement of his business. 80 if the ag- 
gregate capitalists and employers pay $200,- 
000,000 of local taxes when the same service 
ought to be performed for half that amount, 
then there is a. robbery of $100,000,000 
which falls in large part upon the working- 
men, because the aggregate wages-fund in 
the country is reduced in that proportion. 
One of the wisest reforms the workingmen 
could accomplish in their own interest would 
be to make war on the tax-thieves and dimin- 
ish their power for absorbing capital. But 
if the workingmen as a class cannot be 
convinced of this while they are divided up 
between existing political parties, and if 
they have refused to enter upon such a crn- 
sade when they can count upon the assist- 
ance of the capitalists and employing classes 
associated with them, what hope is there of 
reform at their hands when acting in direct 
antagonism to the employing classes? If 
they have refused, under the advice, influ- 
ence, and restraint of the employing classes, 
to insist upon a reduction of municipal taxes 
because they have nursed the error that the 
municipal taxes fall upon the employing 
classes and not upon themselves, will not 
they, acting alone, pursue this delusion to 
the extent of bleeding the taxpaying prop- 
erty-owners more than ever? The compara- 
tive experience of cities in this country and 
those of other countries shows that local 
taxation increases and local debts grow 
wherever universal suffrage is applied 
to local government, and that lo- 
cal affairs are administered economical 
ly only in cities and towns where 
the taxes paid are voted by those who pay 
them. Under the mixed system, when the 
vote of aman who does not directly pay $1 
of local taxes counts for as much as the vote 
of a man who pays $100,000 a year, tax- 
eating has become a monstrous abuse. Does 
reform lie in the direction of an abandon- 
ment of local government to the men who 
pay no taxes directly? Can local debts and 
local taxation be reduced by giving the con- 
trol of tax-levies entirely over to the men 
who do not believe they pay any part of the 
taxes levied? -

THE SOUTHERN ELECTIONS. 

The seed sown by ALEXANDER STEPHENS 
seems.to have taken root, and has come 
above ground in the Southern midsummer 
elections, while in West Tennessee it shows 
a very vigorous growth, and has put forth 
leaves and buds. It is as yet too early to 
forecast definite results ; but if straws show 
which way the wind is blowing, then it is 
setting in from the Independent point of the 
compass with probabilities, as the Signal 
Service would say, of developing into a very 
fresh, strong breeze. The events of the 
election, however, are none the leas signifi- 
cant, and are worth noting as signs of 
Bourbon disintegration. 

The most emphatic victory was won in 
West Tennessee. In Memphis, Bourbonism, 
headed by the Memphis Appeal, was routed, 
horse, foot, and dragoons, by the Oppo- 
sition, headed by the Avalanche. The Ap- 
peal classes the Opposition as radical. As 
the term may mislead the Northern reader, 
it may be as well to say that the Opposition 
was made up of a combination of various 
elements which had determined nh longer to 
be dominated by the Bourbon Democracy, 
which, further South, is more appropriately 
characterized as the Shot-Gun Democracy. 
These elements included Republicans, Na- 
tional-Labor men, Greenbackers, Working- 
men, and Independent Democrats. They 
joined hands in one supreme effort, and 
elected the entire county ticket by majorities 
ranging from 3,000 to 6,000, after a cam- 
paign of unparalleled bitterness. In this 
election the most incongruous elements were 
harmonized. Irishmen plumped ‘their votes 
for negroes and negroes plumped their votes 
for Irishmen, and for the first time in the 
history of politics these two races stood 
shoulder to shoulder and voted for each 
other. The significance of the victory is 
shown in the following extract from the 
Ava'anche : 


The ‘Nationals of Shelby County yesterday won a 
victory over the Bourbons that is thorough and 
overwhelming. ‘the dav of political proscription 
and social abuse on account of politics has pased in 
Memphis and in Shelby County. The yeomanry 
of the country districts stand shoulder to shoulder 
with the workshops of the city against the domina- 
tion and corruption of the old parties. In the city 
the protest against the abuse of small party lead- 
ers, who denounce every one as a vile Radical“ 
who deciines to vote for the Democratic nominees, 
was so emphatic that it will not be repeated. At 
last there is in thie county a free ballot and honest 
—— and a fair election for the firet time since 

The Bourbons of Memphis are inclined to 
attribute their defeat to purely local causes, 
but, as an offset to this, it is significant that 
the candidate for the Clerkship of the Crimi- 
nal Court, Gen. Vaucuan, who withdrew his 
name from before the Democratic Conven- 
tion and announced himself as Independent, 
received twice as large a majority as any 
other candidate on the ticket; while the 
Irish and German voters, who heretofore 


have been strong Democrats, bolted their 
party out of sheer disgust at their treatment 
and went off after strange gods. The elec- 
tion was too small an affair to involve na- 


tional importance, but if, as Gen. Ker os- 
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serts, there is to be a split all over the State 
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next fall, the crack in the western end of 
the log may help to make it. 

In North Carolina the elections show that 
the Democratic party is rapidly going to 
pieces, and the will be so consti- 
tated as to defeat Vancz, the straight-out 
Democratic candidate for the United States 
Senate. The Independent Democrats made 
a very strong showing, and with the Repub- 
licaus will probably hold the majority and 
elect Merrimon, while the latter have a very 
good prospect of carrying at least five out of 
the eight Congressional Districts in Novem- 
ber. It is evident that the Independent 
Democrat is abroad in North Carolina, and 
must hereafter be regarded as a very im- 
portant factor in State politics. In Mississip- 
pi the Independent Democrat only waits fora 
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| leader, and there are indications that Senator 


Lamar may be that leader, and head the revolt 
against Bourbonism and the shot-gun policy. 
The telegraph has already intimated that he 
has declared himself opposed to this policy 
and as against all violence at elections and 
persecution of voters. The people them- 
selves are threatening ag Independent move- 
ment all over the State, and it only needs 
some such conragedus leader as Lamar to 
induce them to eut loose from tho Bourbon 
Democracy. In Georgia, under the lead of 
ALEXANDER Stipuens, the Independent move- 
ment rapidly gains ground; and in South 
Carolina, althongh the Bourbons were suc- 
cessful at their recent State Convention in 
renominating the present State oflicers, it 
was only accomplished after a struggle that 
left a soured and dissatisfied minority ready 
for anything in the way of Independent 
work. 

All these cracks and splits may not indi- 
cate any immediate results at the ballot-box, 
but they do unmistakably indicate that there 
is no longer a solid South, and, carpet-bag 
rule being over, that there will be a healthier 
and stronger party organized in opposition 
to Bourbonism, and one which will attract 
to itself both whites and blacks. It is absurd 
to suppose there can be but one party ir the 
South, and, now that there is an opportunity 
to organize a new party without the com- 
pulsion of carpet-bag leadership, the people 
of the South are quick to take advantage of 
it. Thus one of the measures of President 
Hayes’ policy of justice and conciliation is 
beginning to bear fruit in the South. 


CHEAP LANDS. 

The Secretary of the Interior has decided 
that all the land granted by Congress to the 
several Pacific railroads (except those of 
the Northern Pacific), and which have not 
been sold by the company within three 
years after the completion of the roads, 1s 
now open to private entry at the rate of 
$1.25 per acre. The companies are, under 
this decision, compelled to sell the land at 
that price. The party desiring to get a 
quarter section of the land pays over to the 
United States $200, and the Government 
will issue to him a patent therefor. It will 
be for the railroad company to contest the 
claim before the courts. An estimate of the 
quantity of land thus thrown open to actual 
settlers furnishes the following figures:

The land is limited at this price to actual 
settlers. This area of land is equal to 73, 960 
farms of forty acres, costing $50 each; or 
36,980 farms of eighty acres, costing $100 
each; or 18,490 farms of 160 acres, costing 
7200 each; and here an opportunity for 
any person really desiring to have a home 
on the public lands at comparatively small 
cost. These lands are all known as railroad 
lands,—that is, they are within reasonable 
distance of lines of railway and therefore ac- 
cessible. The reason these lands have not 
been sold is that the companies have been 
holding them at high prices—from $6 to $12 
an acre. The whole area could have been 
disposed of to speculators years ago, but the 
recent decision of Secretary Schunz has now 
eut off the sales of the land in large tracts, 
and has confined the same to actual settlers. 
The decision is a very wise and just one. 
These lands were withdrawn from market 
from twelve to fifteen years ago, and have 
been practically closed to settlers ever since. 
The lands were granted to aid in the con- 
struction of the roads, but in point of fact 
the roads were built out of the bond subsidy 
voted at the same time. The railroad com- 
panies have bought up, of course, large tracts 
for company purposes and for town sites, 
and have sold several millions of acres, the 
proceeds of whieh they have consumed. 
Their purpose to hold the land indefinitely, 
with a vigw of getting larger prices for it, 
excluding settlement in the meantime, has 
been defeated for the future by the action of 
Mr. Scuvurz. The provision of the law on 
which the Secretary based his opinion is 
this : 

The third section of the act of July 1, 1862 (12 
Statutes, p. 402), provides that the lands inuring 
to said Company within the granted jimits which 
shall remain undisposed of by said Company at 
the expiration of three years from the final com- 


pletion of the road shall be sold by said Company 
to settlers by pre-emption at $1. 25 per acre. 


In the case of the Kansas Pacific Railway, 
Sec. 3 of its charter provides: 


And all such lands so granted by this section 
wich shall not be sold or dipposed of by said Com- 
pany within three years after the entire road shall 
have been completed shall be subject to settlement 
and pre-emption like other lands at a price not ex- 
ceeding 81. 25 per acre, to be paid to said Company. 
(12 Statutes, p. 480. 


Nearly all the land-grants made by Con- 
gress to aid in the construction of railroads 
have the same condition annexed. 

The objection will be—has already been 
raised—that these lands have been mort- 
gaged by the railroad campanies, and that 
the companies canuot be forced to sell them, 
as they are substantially the property of the 
mortgagees. ‘Thisis a weak attempt to de- 
feat the law. The original grant of land 
stipulated that so much as was not sold 
within three years after the completion of 
the road should then be open to private 
entry and pre-emption by actual settlers at 
$1.25 per acre. That stipulation was part 
of the title of the companies; they could 
receive the land under no other terms; and 
aly mortgage they may have given was sub- 
ject to this provision of law. Moreover, in- 
stead of having the sale of these lands on 
their own terms for three years after the 
completion of the roads, the companies have 
had them ever since about 1870, in which 
time they have made large sales at large 
prices. Legally and equitably the railroad 
companies have no cause of complaint, because 
this provision for thé sale of the land to 
actual settlers at $1.25 per acre was part of 
the contract, and made so expressly to pre- 
vent the roads from keeping the lands closed 
to actual settlement. The object of the law 
was to force the opening of these lands to 
settlement, and prevent their being kept in 
large masses and unoccupied. 

The only one of these roads of whose land 
business we have any details. is the Union 
Pacific. This Company had, up to a year 
ago, sold 1,318,299 acres; the gross re- 
celpts were $6,265,228, and, after deducting 
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expenses, netted the Company $4,852,752. 

The Company had mortgaged the lands f.

810.000, 000, — 000 had 
paid; the Company outstanding oon. 
tracts of sales of land amounting to $3,415,- 
000, and the whole debt to be provided for 
out of the unsold lands was $3,900,000, to 
pay which the Company held 10,764,947 
acres. If the unsold land be all sold now at 
$1.25 per acre, the Company will have hail 

an aggregate income of $20,000,000 from the 
land. | 

The sales of land by the Central Pacific 
down & 1875 had been at the rate of $5,27 
per acre. | 

About two millions of acres have probably 
been scld by the Kansas and Denver Roads. 

The real pplicy of all these roads is to have 
them under cultivation and to have them 
peopled. Idle and unoceupied lauds are poor 
supports to railways. A family put on each 
&0-acre tract of land, even if the land were 
given free, would be of greater value to the 
railroads than to have these millions of acres 
standing year after year uvpeopled and uu- 
productive. 

Settlers who move upon these lands need 
have no fear of future disturbance or loss. 
The whole country will demand that the 
lands be opened to settlement, and one of 
the best and wisest forms of aiding unem- 
ployed residents of crowded cities is to 
organize companies to afford aid to those who 
have ho means to reach the lands, pay 
for them, and get a start. The State 
Immigration Societies can do no greater 
service to their States and to humanity than 
by affording information and means enabling 
persons in the Eastern cities to reach and 
sécure forty or eighty acré farms on these 
lands. Better for all that a hundred thou, 
sand families be given homes on these lands 
and become producers than have them per- 
ishing at the East and the lands lying waste 
and barren. When Congress meets, if addi- 
tional legislation be needed to make Mr. 
Scuvurz’s decision effectual, let such legisla- 


tion be promptly had.

Concerning the yellow fever that is now on 
its way North, a New Orleans correspondent 
gives the following as some of its chief charac- 
teristics: 

About the fourth or fifth day the eyes turn yel- 
low. The Kin, also, assumes a yellowness like 
that of a bruise, or a bright jaundice yellow. How- 
ever, the patient does not turn yellow in more than 
one case in six. As to the causes of the scourge, 
the old atmospheric theory has gone by the board, 
and the best writers now seem to have settled 
down to the belief that the poison is of animalcuiar 
origin, —these anima.cales generating and svread- 
ing over surfaces like grasshoppers or caterpillars, 
and being introduced into the human blood. If 
they exiet, the most powerful microscope has hith- 
erto been unable to discoverthem. One fact that 
seems to pont to their existence is that the same 
extremes of heat and cold that kill other insects 
also kills yellow fever, whose contagion cannot 
exist and becomes innocuous at 32 deg. and 212 
deg. Yellow fever is always killed out after a 
good freeze. Yellow fever never spreads above 
600 feet above the sealevel. Acclimatization does 
not prevent, and no person has a second attack. 
The period of incubation is generally four to nine 
days, though persons have been known to carry it 
in their system twenty-three days and then take 
it. Without treatment. . seventy-five out of every 
hundred will die. With treatment and good 
nursing, however, about one tu three is the aver- 
age mortality. In the great epidemic of 1867. in 
some Texas towns, one-half died who took the 
fever. Astothe cure, no remedy has yet been 
found, and all treatment so far, even by the dest 
physicians, is as empirical as the causes of yellow 
fever are unknown beyond conjecture. 


The telegraph a day or two since announced 
the death of Cardinal ALLESsANDRO FRANCHI, 
the Pontifical Secretary of State. He was born 
in Rome, June 15, 1819, and at the time of the 
late Pope’s death was Prefect General of the 
Sacred Congregation of the Propaganda of the 
Oriental Rite, and one of the most prominent 
candidates for the Papal succession. In 1853 he 
was sent to Madrid as Papal Nuncio, where he 
became a great favorite. He held the same po- 
sition in Modena and Tuscany in 1856, aad re- 
turned to Madrid in 1868. In 1871 he was sent 
as Nuncio to Constantinople to arrange a set- 
tlement of Armenian questions with the Sultan. 
He was made a Cardinal in 1873, and the death 
of Cardinal BARNABO in 1874 placed him at the 
head of the Congregation of the Propaganda, 
one of the most important offices of the 
Church, After the accession of Lzo 
XIII., he changed places with Cardinal 
SimEont, taking the Secretaryship of State. Ags 
be was appointed to that position on account of 
his sympathy with a liberal policy of the Church 
toward the Italian Government, the appoint- 
ment of his successor becomes of more than 
ordinary interest, as it may show whether LEO 
XIII. has abandoned his policy, as has been 
charged. 


Senator JongEs, of Nevada, has just been tell- 
ing areporter of the Gold Hill News what he 
thinks about Civil-Service reform, and he bears 
down rather heavilv on President Hayes. He 
says the President’s theories are utterly imprac- 
ticable and entirely opposed to the spirit and 
genius of our free institutions, and that they 
are founded on a principle which, if carried out, 
would create an aristocracy of perpetual office- 
holders. He believes firmly in the doctrine 
that To the victors belong the spoils.”

In Lewis County, in that State, the other 
dav, two brothers named BLANKERSHIP were 
stabbed and killed, and ten or fifteen other per- 
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sons were seriously wounded, The accoudt does 


not specify whether the picnic was gotten up 
under the auspices of some church or other 
benevolent society, nor does it matter much 
while the main fact remains that everybody eu- 
joyed themselves and had a good time with 
plenty of excitement. And certainly, with two 
men killed as dead as a smelt and plenty of 
work for the ladies in binding up the cuts and 
wounds of ten or fifteen other persons who 
were epgaged in those simple Kentucky sports 
and pastimes, the exercises were quite varied 
and unique. The pernicious and unhealthy 
habit of eating ice-cream, drinking lemouade, 
playing croquet with the young ladies, or 
swinging the children, is put aside as too encr- 
vat ing for full-grown Kentuckians, and a more 
healthy, manly, and chivalrous pastime was 
substituted. That Blue Grass region certainly 
breeds fine horses and manufactures good 
Whisky. and now the simple picnic is to be con- 
verted into something like the old Grecian 
games, with a Roman egladiatorial contest 
thrown in by way of embellishment. 

The story having been industriously circulated 
that our United States Minister to Brazil is so 
conducting himself as to be despised by every- 
body, is now emphatically contradwted by Mr.

TIOOLEY’S THEATRE. 

Signor Edward Majeroni, who is remembered 
here by his excellent acting in support of Ris- 
tori some years ago, appeared last evening as 
Corporal Simon in the melodrama of “The Old 
Corporal.“ Majerom's impersonation of the 
old soldier evidently struck a chord which 
vibrated in sympathy with the audience, for he 
received many and loud manifestations that 
his acting was approved of, and was called be- 
fore the curtain twice during the performance, 
The house was well filled, and that, too, by an 
audience which had a general aspect of intelli- 
gence and rcfinement. 

This Old C rporal “ has a flayor of the last 
decade, which is equivalent to saying, when 
speaking of things sensational in the theatrical 
line, that it is antiquated. lu looking at it we 
perceive that we have lone ago wandered away 
from that species of dramatic romance, —not 
necessarily toward anything better, but simply 
toward something else; and it is impossible for 
a playgoer of even ten years’ experience to 
avoid measuring the distance. Our apathy in 
presence of a play which was once popular need 
not be construed into want of taste in the spec- 
tator, or want of merit in the play. It is simply 
that we have become mutuaily estranged, as 
old acquaintance do. Ttid “Old Corporal 
tells a romantic episode of the wars cf 
Napoleou, beginning at the battle of 
Jena, where a brave Corporal is intrusted with 
the keeping of a young child, the offspring of 
au illicit union between Cen. Roqguebert (Mr. 
Southard) and Mu de Ranteperq (Marion 
Lester). The General dies, bequeathing to the 
Corporal the secret which isto identify his 
child when the proper time comes. After a 
lapse of eleven years we find the property of 
the deceased General in the hands of a plebeian 
cousin, who has also charge ol the destinies of 
the child. To rectify the mistakes which are 
likely to occur, the Corporal—who is supposed 
to have been killed in the battle long ago— 
comes back and eventually sets things to 
richts. This is not acéomplished, of course, 
without a great deal of misplaced confidence 
and cruel wrong, but it dees come out all right, 
and the plotting yiliain tis foiled. As enacted 
last evening, the interest~almost the sole inter- 
est—of the piece is made to hang upon the con- 
duct of Corpora: Simon, ja his Rip-Van-Winkle- 
like return to the village! of his children, in his 
being struck suddeulv dumb by the cold-blooded 
villainy of the cousin, agd in the providential 
way in which the use of pis tongue is restored 
to him at the appropiate moment. Signor 
Majeroni in these pasgaces exhibits unusual 
power in the portragal of emotions to 
which he is unable 1 lend the force of 
human speech, It is nful, but it is never- 
theless a truthful picture of a dumb man strug- 
ling wildly to utter himself. It is the perfec- 
tion of dumb show, aud the actor forgets not 
that dumb people are inthe habit of giving 
forth loud and unearthly noises in such efforts. 
His picture of the character is not, however. 
strictly consistent. When we first meet the 
Corporal he is an active and comparatively young 
soldier. Why, even after a severe campaign ol 
eleyen years—which, by the way, could hardly 
have extended to the year 1818—he should come 
back white-haired, rheumatic, and completely 
transformed into an unrecognizable old vagrant 
(with a knapsack still upon his back), it is diffi- 
cult to account for, unless on the principle that 
ou the stage all things are possible. 

There were some competent people in the 
cast, such as Stanley, Webber, Marion Lester, 
Eva Webber, but unfortunately their parts were 
so eptirely subordinated to the principal one 
that they offered the most meagre opportuni- 
ties. Little Marie Lester, whom ove remem- 
bers with pleasure in Miss Multon,“ acted a 
little part here very prettily and naturally. 
There were, moreover, several unmistakable 
„sticks“ in the company, but we need not 
specify them, as it would do no good either to 
them or to anybody. The same piece will be 
given to-night and for the Wednesday matinee. 
lo-morrow evening Signor and Signora Majer- 
oui will appear together in “ Jealousy.”

FINANCIAL. 


The week opens dull in financial circles, with 
to ma rk specially the season a6 it passes. 
Only four weeks ot summer are left, and certainly 
there is little to distinguisn this from several others 
in past years. There can be no doubt that the ex- 
ceptionally hot weather bas prevented farm prod- 
ucts from coming forward as they doubtless would 
have done had not nearly all energy and enter- 
prise been virtually burned out of thie people. 
With the thermometer in the nineties not much 
toil can be expected from suffering humanity. 
Bat the staff is in the country, and it is sure to 
come out in vast quantities before the season 
closes. Hence, while business at the danke 
is dull, and generally trade is dy no 
means active, a confident feeling is entertained 
that we shall have a large and lucrative fall trade. 
The West produces in vast amounts what the world 
must have and for which fair prices are likely to be 
paid. Doubtless there are chronic croakers in 
abundance, there always are, but for weeks past 
they have been reticent and retiring, and the gen- 
eral impresston is that forthe present, at least, 
their occupation is gone. The dullness cannot last 
more than two or three weeks longer, —at least this 
is the ovivion of our wisest and best informed ob- 
servers of the currents of finance and trade. 

The oanks have a large surplus locked up in their 
vaults waiting the’calls of the fall trade. There is 
noticed rather more inquiries from country cus- 
tomers by some of the banks, both for present 
Ta vors and future accommodations. City custom- 
ers do not seem to be in need of funds, but their 
deposit lines show a fair trade. As usual. the 
range of discounts is wide, ruling all the way from 
6@10 per cent. Ali ordinary transactions are

A sample of wheat from Minnesota City was ex- 
hibited on Change yesterday. The sender writes 
that it averages 18 to 19 bu to the acre, and that in 
his neighborhood the wheat yield runs from 17 to 
24 bu to the acre. 80 it seems that the crop is not 
deticient everywhere. Spring wheat yet comes 
forward tardiiy, but winter makes amends. The 
receipts in New York yesterday were 372,000 bu.

Rye was steady, aud bariey rather 
variable. There was a fair business doing for 
shipment. 

Dry goods met with a moderate demand and were 
steady and firm.

There wes as much doing 
as could be expected, and the prevalent feeling 
among jobbers was again one of firmness, Sugars 
are held with confidence in anticipation of an ad- 
vance. Coffees are very strong, with a prospect 
that they will go higher. Rice, teas, sirups, and 
other lines comparatively were steady. No 
changes were noted in the dried-fruit and fish 
markets. The demand for butter was again re- 
ported fairly active, with prices remaining firm. 
Cheese was quiet and steadier. In the oi] market 
the only change noted was an advance in lard oil. 
Extra winter is now quoted at 73c, ice-pressed at 
68c. ana No. 1 at 580. Leather was dull and un- 
changed. There was a fair movement in tobacco 
at well-sustained prices.

A respectathe crop in Canada, dealers generally 
agree that the acreage in 1878 Is f¥om 30 to 40 per cent 
less than in 1877. About the middle of July, reports 
as to probable yield and quality were unusually favora- 
ble: the yield was expected to prove 10 ba per 
acre over that of i877, with a flue plamp berry and 
bright color. But during the last two weeks the same 
causes which injured the crop in the Northwest have 
operated disastrously in Canada, and itis now thought 
that the yield wil be 5S ou per acre less than last 
year; berry thin, and light in weight per bu. and 
the greater part of the crop badly stained, and a large 
portion of it of small value for malting purposes 

In New York State, the bariey crop of 1877 was of un-

NAUTICAL ACCIDENTS,

His complexion be- 
trays vital diseases of the kidneys and 
liver, for which he has been under treat- 
ment for years. Several times yesterday as he 
bethought himself of the bad fix he was in, owing 
to the recovery of al) his plunder, he broke down 
and shed copious tears. Several gentlemen, in- 
cluding Mr. Trude, his attorney, called upon him 
during the day, bringing lim cigars, tobacco, 
and other luxuries. 

In the afternoon Detectives Scott and Bonfield 
went on 2 foraging expedition in the Town of 
Hyde Park, they having learned that Weaver's 
father-in-law resided in that section of the coun- 
try, and that he was in the habit of shipping plun- 
der from that point. After a long search 
they found the house by  recogniz- 
ing a little girl who was playing 
about it as the little girl whom they saw Saturday 
at the house on Hoyne street. Inquiry among the 
neighbors revealed the fact that a man had come 
tothe house Saturday night with the little girl. 
The officers laid in the brush and weeds watching 
the house. in the hope of seeing some one 
come there, until after dark, when they 
entered and made known their business. 
The father-in-law, un old. gray-haired 
man named Smith, received them cordially, and 
related his woful little story of his connec- 
tion with Weaver. Three years ago he came to 
this city from Canada at Weaver's request. Weaver 
married one of his daughters five years ago, and 
Frank Jordan married the other daughter some two 
years ago. He always thought that both 
were square men, and believed Weaver's story 
that his business was trafficking in goods sold in 
auction stores and at pawnbrokers’ sales. Weaver 
made this house his headquarters, and shipped 
loads of goods from that point. It was not until 
he was arrested May 24, for a burglary in 
the North Division, that the old man 
learned that both of his sons-in-law were profes- 
sional thieves. And he attempted to portray to 
the officers his sorrow at finding it out. In the 
basement of tne house the officers found numerous 
trunks, but after going all through them they

Under the head of unfinished business, the reso- 
lution of Mr. Boese looking to doing away with 
the allowance of $3 per thousand extra to 
Sexton on the Court-House work came up. 

Mr. Boese urged the adoption of the resolution, 
and that there was no cause for continuing the 
allowance of the extras. The opinion had 
gone abroad that the Commissioners were under 
obligation to Sexton, and he thought this an op- 
portune moment to disprove the charge. 
lie wanted to see the contract adhered 
to, and believed that, if it had 
been, right along, the people would bave 
been saved considerable money. He did not be- 
lieve that the contractor had earned the money he 
had received, and meisted on the — * of the 
resolution onthe ground that it would save the 
people at least $12, 000. * 

Mr. Conly wanted the resolution referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. Cieary thought the resolution was malicious, 
and he was in favor of the extras being con- 
tinued, and defended the contractor. 

Mr. Spofford said the extra allowance had 
brought more disgrace upon the Board than any- 
thing else, and he was in favor of cutting it off. 
If the extras were cut off, the contractor's re- 
dress, whether he had a contract or not. would be 
in the courts. and in no event could he recover 
from the county as much as the extras would 
cost. 

Mr. Cleary said the contractor had prepared for 
the extras, — laid in material, etc..—and to cut 
them of would be a sore embarrassment. The 
contractor was the best manin the West, and he 
would do anything soomer than injure him, ena 
wanted the matter referred. 

The resolution was finally disposed of by being 
referred to the Judiciary Committee. 

The resolution providing for an extension of the 
terms of office of the Wardens of the Hospital and 
Poor-House for one year was taken up and laid 
over for one week.

THE Posr- OFFICE. 
MILLER’S STATEMENT. 

There was nothing new inthe Post-Office case 
yesterday. No informations have been sworn out 
against any of the alleged offenders implicated by 
Miller, and no more removals have been made in 
the Department. So far as Miller's statement, 
referred to the other day, is concerned, it seems 
as if it would require to be supported by documen- 
tary evidence in order to make it of mucn value in 
court. Itis becoming a question how far Miller is 


in the habit of telling the truth. His state- 
ment was made Thursday. Friday afternoon 
he denied to Col, Gregg that he bad made 
any statement whatever to anybody, and on 
the same evening he went up to Golsen’s house, 
and there asserted in the strongest terms that he 
had said nothing to anybody. While he was at the 
house, @ TRIBUNE reporter called. Miller asked 
Golsen whether that wasn't a newspaper man. 
and was informed that it was. Then, said 
Miller, introduce me as Mr. Ferguson. That 
Golsen refused to do, saying that, if he didn’t want 
to be introduced undar his real name, he could go, 
which he did. As was stated last week. 

THE CHARGES AGAINST GOLSEN, 
as made by Miller, were that, beginning with the 
panic of 1873, Golsen got from bim various sums 
of Post-Office. money, amounting in the aggregate 
to 85.000. knowing the same to be Post-Office 
funds, and that Golsen was thus a co-conspirater 
in the robbery. Of this, it is understood, he has 
produced no proof beyond his own word. As an 
offset to this, Mr. Goisen, it is understood, has a 
number of letters which were written to him by 
Miller during the two months which the latter 
spent in Montreal, while Golsen and others 
were trying to patch ap a settlement with the Gov- 
ernment based on the repayment, or making pro- 
vision for the repayment, of the embezzied funds. 
In these letters Miller speaks of Golsen in the 
highest terms as hic kind friend, promises to re- 
pay with interest every cent which Golsen may 
advance on his account, grumbies occasionally 
about his friends in Chicago who had laid down 
on him, but is always crateful to Golsen and his 
family for kindnesses received. In none of these 
letters is there anything to indicate that Golsen 
ever received any money from Miller. 

DURING 1577, 

it is understood, Golsen, on half a dozen oac- 
casions, after working hours, took checks to 
Miller, which Miller cashed for him, the checks 
being for $200, $250, or perhaps $300 each. On 
the following day these checks were presented by 
Miller to the bank and paid, as is evidenced by the 
checks themselves. This was an accommo- 
dation to Golsen fer some 
case. There is, of course, little doubt 
that the moneys thus paid on these 
checks were Post-Office funds, but, according to 
the checks, they have all been repaid. Unless 
something farther is produced by Miller. he will 
be left in the unpleasant position of having made 
false accusations for the purpose of securing im- 
munity for himself. 

About the most unfortunate person in this trans- 
action is young Golsen. As was stated in Tue 
TRIBUNE, he is not aecused of any irregularity 
whatever, but was discharged because of the 
charges made against his father by Miller. In 
view of all this, it would seem as if he were en- 
titled to a sort of clean bill of health from the 
Post-Office authorities, which, however, it is un- 
derstood, he has not yet received.

Howto explain it 
they didn’t know, and up to last night Klein had 
no way of accounting for this strange meddling 
with his furniture except to say that possibly it 
was a trick of some neighbor who was playing a 
joke on him. The strange visitant, whoever or 
whatever he, she, or it is, has certainly no 
predatory habits, for nothing has been missed, 
not éven what money was left in the front 
room when the folks went out. The strong-nerved 
and broad-shouldered residents on Finnell street 
ridicule the idea of ghosta or a haunted house, and 
incline to the belief that somebody is findingita 
very amusing thing to play tricks on the Kleins, 
and tn this they are probably nota mile from the 
truth. The excitement, however, the gathering uf 
all the unwashedin the neighborhood about the 
scene, and the visits made to the place by those 
who do not live near by but who have neard some of 
the yarns about the house, are bearing their 
fruits—nickels,—and the saloon-keepers at the 
corners of Finnell street and Portland avenue, 
and Finnell street and Wentworth avenue, say 
they only hope the fun will go on unintermittingly.

DISAPPEARED. 
19 IT SUICIDE! 

According to the statement of Hermann 
Schmincke. last Thursday night Henry Schmincke, 
a young man living at No. 52 West Lake street, 
and engaged as a cigar-packer at No. 361 Milwau- 
kee avenue, and Alvina Beese, a young woman. 
the stepdaughter of Charles Wippo, living at 
No. 2 West Lake street, disappeared, 
and nothing has been heard nor seen 
of them since, Schmincke was 24 years 
of age, and about 5 feet 10 inches in height; had 
hight brown hair, cut very short; a naturally light 
mustache dyed black; and gray eyes. He had on 
when last seen black pants, a white vest, a Prince- 
Aloert frock coat, a white necktie, and a seal 
ring, containing a bluish, miixy stone, on the little 
finger of the left hand. 

Mise Beese was 17 years old, and was a very 

retty bionde girl, with light curls hanging down 

erback. She was about five feet tall. When 
last seen she had ona black dress trimmed with 
white muslin; white slippers; no jewelry. Amy 
information concerning them, or either of them, 
will be thankfully received by the brother, Her- 
mann Schmincke. at No, 279 Carpenter street. 

There are two theories advanced to account for 
the mysterious disappearance of the couple, The 
were passionately fond of each other, and 
often announced their intention of marrying. 
Therefore some people say that they have eloped. 
Others put forward the idea of a double suicide, in 
support of which they refer to the unhappiness 
caused by the opposition made by Alvina's parents 
to her marrying Schmincke. The young man was a 
boarder at the house of Wippo, where, last Thurs- 
day night. Mr. Wippo's eldest daughter was mar- 
ried to Mr. Ed Grabenstein. At that festivity 
Henry and Alvins were seen together in the dresses 
described above. In the course of the evening 
Schmincke had a few unpleasant words with 
Mr. Wippo, and Alvina comforted him by say- 
ing: Never mind, he can’t bark at you 
much longer. The wedding celebration lasted till 
about 5 o'clock, bat for two hours prior to that 
time the couple had been missed. The old fdlks 
thought that they had gone out for a lovers’ walk, 
and not until the last guest had departed did they 
feel at ali concerned about the missing ones. Thea 
they noticed that Alvina had taken off all her jew- 
elry and left it in her room, and that none of her 
clothing had been disturbed. They thought that, 
had an elopement been contemplated, some prepar- 
ation would have been made for the morrow. Their 
fears are strengthened by the fact that to this day 
no effort has been made to get the girl's clothing. 
Nor had Schmincke’s clothes, left in his rodm, 
been touched. It is known that he had only about 
$4 in hie pocket when he left the house. From 
littie remarks let drop by Alvina, it is feared that 
she and her lover have sought anion and repose in 
death. Once she told a friend that the dress which 
she was then making was to be the dress she would 
wear in her coffin. It b the dress she wore when 
last seen. 

A young man who was at the wedding aforesaid, 
says that Alvina accompanied him and some ladies 
whom he was escorting to their homes a part of the. 
way on his walk; that she left them and went back 
toward her home. Another young man who was 
also present at the wedding and did not leave till a 
late hour says that he, after guing to his home on 
Delaware place, decided not to go to bed because 
he was obliged to go to work early 
in the morning. He therefore took a 
üsh- pole and started for the Norten Pier. When 
within one block of the Water-Works he met the 
young couple in the costames in which they had 
attended the wedding. He accosted them. They 
acted strangely and said mothing, but went west- 
ward. He saw nothing more of them. From the 
above circumstances it is easy to see why there 
should be fears that the young people have sought 
a watery grave. 


CAMP-MEETING, 
DRAWING TO A CLOSE. 

The close of tbe Lake Bluff camp-meeting is 
approaching, and to-morrow night the concluding 
exercises will be held, and the grove vacated by 
the Christian people who have inhabited it for the 
past months. The small crowd on the grounds 
yesterday was in marked contrast to that which as- 
dembied last Sunday, when at least 4,000 people 
were present. The meetings yesterday were not 
very well attended, as many of those at the Bluff 
are children, and they seem to find more enjoy- 
ment in browsing around the woods than listening 
to sermons, the major portion of which they caa- 
not understand. 

The 8:30 o'clock prayer- meetings in the morna- 
ing were held as usual, and at 10 o'clock a fair- 
sized audience gathered in the Tavernacie, where 
Dr. A. Gurney, of Chic delivered a sermon on 
»The Coming of the Kingdom, his text being: 
‘*Repent, fer the Kingdom of Heaven is at hand.” 
The consummation of Christ's Kidgdom, the 
speaker said, had been drawing nearer ever since 
the advent on this earth of our Savior. During all 
these years tie spread of the Christian religion had 
been constant and wondertully rapid, until now 
God maintained His way over a constantly in- 
creasing number of human intellects. Although 
in every nation and every community there were 
many who dia not belong te the Church and openly 
professed their ailegiance to the cause of Christ, 
yet the population of civilized lands was almost a 
unit in the belief that Christ's religion was the 
only one that would save. Its influence over man 
was almost irresistible, and even among the ciaas 
known as infidels there were few who did not ulti- 
mately abandon their evi! ways and turn to Christ. 

Directly after dinner there were a number of 
prayer and experience meetings, all of which were 
well attended. In fact, theee meetings seem to de 
more popularthan the larger ones in the Taber- 
nacie.. When ther had been concluded. a small 
audience assembled in the Tabernacle and listened 
to a sermon by Dr. Jutkins, who took fur his text 
the twefity-eighth verse of the fourth chapter of 
Mark, the general subject of the discourse being 
the nature of the Kingdom of God, particularly as 
relates to toe individual. The first condition for 
the admission to the Church of God, he said, was 
conviction. Not the conviction that simply led 
people to say they loved God, but a conviction of 
the heart, and one that would lead them to work 
tor the cause of Jesus. In regard to children. 
and the prevalent notion that they were 
naturally conscious of the demande of 
religion upon. them, the speaker thought 
children should be taken regularly to religious serv - 
ices, and, when they evinced a spirit and princi- 
ple of piety, they shogiad be admitted to the 
church. The preparatory stage of a religious life 
was the most important one, and it was the duty 
of all to see that the church was carefully guarded, 
and those who entered it sbould be impressed with 
the idea that insincerity was not wanted there. All 
who entered the church should be regenerated, and 
regeneration meant a new birth. This was in the 
nature of a miracle, bat still it was so. Consecra- 
tion was necessary at the outset of a Christian 
life, for without it there could be no faith. When 
a person had been consecrated and regenerated, 
there could be no further change except in the 
nature of growth. Like a human child, the con- 
secrated and regeverated child of God was perfect 
in all its parts, and it was simply, after that, to 
develop. The remainder of the sermon was de- 
voted to dilating on the @opics above stated. 

Last evening the Rev. W. D. Atchison, of Wan- 
kegan, preached in the Tibernacle. To-day the 
Rev. Mr. Bartine, of New Jersey, preaches morn- 
ing and evening, and the Rev. Mr. Clendenning, 
of Chicago, in the evening.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
THE CORNER RULE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caicaeo Aug. 5.—Inasmuch as the late squeeze in 
wheat is always alluded to as an advance, and as 
being severe on the bears, and evidence of the rule 
to prevent corners beinga good thing, permit me 
to call attention to the fact that when sales for July 
delivery were first made, cashwheat was about 
$1. 05, and that for once undera combination of cir- 
cumstances the so-called squeeze has only about re- 
covered the decline those very sales had made. In 
fact, but a very emal) percentage of them have been 
settied as high as those figures. If this matter is 
to be juaged by an experience of two weeks, then 
it would seem as if buyers bad nothing to com- 
plain of in that rule. But it is necessary to 
take a wider view, both in time and in its 
effect on trade generally. There are three 
parties interested im a corner in grain, — 
the bulls, the bears, and the public. In all dis- 
cussions on this subject the latter have been wholly 
ignored, when in fact theirs is the only interest 
taat should be taken into consideration. If the 
operations of bulis and bears interfere with trade 
and prices at large, the question becomes wholly 
as to such interference, and is not one of conven- 
lence or profit of eitner of the latter. 

Let me again call attention tothe constitational 
tendency of dealers in their views of future prices, 
as it has a much more important bearing upon this 
question than seems to be r if 
quite a large majority of operators believe prices 


were going lower, we would naturally suppose the

another. Butit is found that, through certain 
qualities of the mind, nearly all remain quite per- 
manently on one side in their views of future 
prices, and are but little influenced by facts hav- 
ing a bearing upon them, but, on the contrary, 
such facts are distorted, ignored, exaggerate 

and colored to fit the mind. Opinions of future 
prices come mostly through this natural tendency, 
and not through a comprehensive review of the 
situati There are few if any without this 
tendency more or less marked; with many it is so 
strong that they can never operate but on one side, 
and of these the constitutional bears are much the 
most numerous. The result is, that the short-sell- 
ing element 16 always in excess of the buying, and 
is greater than the trade can stand. If sellers are 
allowed ful! sway, they cannot but depress prices 
below where they honestly belong. This univer- 
sal greater propensity to speculate for lower 
than for higher prices resulted in the market being 
repeatedly oversoid, and thus cornering itself. 
The rule to prevent corners is nothing less than the 
bears voting themselves released from the effects of 
their overselling, and in this they bave run a more 
successful corner upon the bulis than ever the lat- 
ter did upon them. Corners — the bears by the 
bulls) bave been long generally understood, and 
the public not having interfered shows that they 
have seen nothing objectionable in them. The 
bears’ loag-continued corner upon the bulls is of 
comparatively recent date, and for that reason the 
evil it is working to prices and the trade at large 
has not as yet received general attention. Those 
selling for future delivery are decrying with great 
power property that does not belong to them, and 
all their exertions tend to that end. Taeir efforts 
tend to depress millions for a few dollars’ proilt 
to themselves, It is hke burning down a house 
for the ola iron. Prices decline because there 
are more sellers than buyers, but there 
could not have been more sellers than 
buyers of wheat at any time within the last four- 
teen months if the sellers had not been released 
from the necessity of filling their contracts. The 
loudly-proclaimed theories of the short-sellers last 
summer, which have since been proven false, show 
beyond question that we largely reduced prices and 
held them there, not from actual stecks, but from 
turning our market over to the unrestrained con- 
trol of the constitutional bears. The bulls’ corner 


P stimulates receipts, accumulates stocks, and gives 


a few days of fictitiously high prices. The bears’ 
corner reverses ali this, and does it permanently. 
One elevates, the other prostrates. The selling 
element being greater than the buying results in 
future delivery prices being always lower than 
cash, partly because of lower offers to draw pur- 
chases, and because (in effect) of competition 
among sellers to fill the contracts the buyers give 
them. These lower future-delivery prices are so 
plainly damaging in every respect, that the Board 
of Trade cannot honorably sustain by ite rules a 
system that makes them possible. 

At the late ballot the measure lost many votes 
through having been made to take effect immedi- 
ately incase of repeal, for which many of its 
friends were not prepared. The qnestion, how- 
ever, is not settled. and from its nature is not like 
ly to be until the rule is repealed. R. M. M. 
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MR. HAGER’S REPLY TO MR. H. C. MOREY. 
To the Editor of The Tridume 

Curcaco, Aug. 5.—When I discovered an appat- 
entdiscrepancy inthereports of the City Comptrol- 
ler and the Secretary of the Wasingtonian Home, had 
submitted them to others, among whom was a prac- 
tical bookkeeper, none of us being able to make 
them harmonize, I supposed I had a right, asa 
citizen and taxpayer, to ask, eitherin a public or 
private manner, of those two custedians of the 
public money for an explauation. I therefore asked, 
as I thought in a respectful manner, in Tus Tarts- 
UNE, and Mr. Morey gave an explanation which I 
presume is correct. His accounts, in my opinion, 
are not *‘ crooked,”’ but somewhat med or 
obscure. The $8,482 which he intimates 
that I had not the **honesty” to in- 
clade was placed below the footing of 
the Receipts of 1870, and was overlooked. 
The ‘‘city. certificates" of which he speaks 
in his explanation, amounting to $29, 172, were not 
called city certificates, ”’ out bills receivable.” 
It was not apparent to me whether those dills 
recetvable were made up of money from the city 
or from a preeent from some friend of temperance. 
Nor wasitclearto my mind that the $7,000 of 
city certificates, which he says he now has and are 
not yet due, helped to make up the $23, 843 which 
the Comptroller claims to have paid into the Treas- 
ury of the Home last year. 

If Mr. Morey had made the‘financial statement, 
and not seen fit, by insinaation, to attack my char- 
acter, no reply would have been made by me, un- 
less it had been to thank him for the explanation. 
In reply to his assertion that [am a man with a 
grievance against the Home, because the ex-Com- 
mittee got rid of him [me!] as soon as they 
could,” it will suffice to say that for a 
long time after [I left the Home 1 
attended its meetings and lodges much more fre- 
quently than Mr. Morey did. It was not till the 
Executive Committee saw fit to say to a temper- 
ance organization in which there were more than 
fifty reformed men, most of them graduates and 
undergraduates of the Home during my adminis- 
tration: Unless you pay $25 per month for tue 
use of the Home Hall, without geiting into arrears 
for a single month, we shall order the Superintend- 
ent to close the door of the Hall against yon. — I 
say it was not till this thing happened that myseif 
and wife were not frequent attendants at the meet- 
ings of the Home. I had no Frievance' till then, 
aud if I have one now it is not on my own account, 
but on account of these reformed men who need 
the fostering care and salutary influences of the 
Home and the encouragement of the friends of 
temperance. 

As Mr. Morey has suggested that I make a cor- 
rect record for history, I will close by inserting two 
extracts from a letter, now in my possession, 
which I received from him, dated June 7, 1873: 

Your letter of resignation to Dr. Davis was laid before 
the Executive Committee of the Home te-day, and a 
unanimous request made by said Committee that you 
withdraw said letter. The Committee are 
confident that you are both zealously working for the 
interests of the Home, and are eratified at the 
progress already made, and do not wish to throw any 
obstacles in the way of your success. 

promise was made that the ** obstacles to suc- 
cess (which it is not necessary to name) should 
be removed or rendered less prominent, and in 
consequence of this promise we concluded to re- 
main, and did remain, till Oct. 1, 1874. Very re- 
spectfully, Auzpert D. Hacer.
